elated friends of the fanner are the 
harmless snakes, such as the milk 
snake., the ••chicUeu" .snake, the Cartel 
•luake, the hull snake, the Mulched l;in--: 
snake, the blue snake, UK; black snake 
and some others. All of them are the 
natural enemies of rats, mice, weasel.-! 
and similar animals that infest farms 
•incl village homes, especially where 
there is poultry or other small live- 
stock. 


In an nrlielo in the Sck-ntifle Anier 


lean Dr. Hubert W. Shufeldt says that 
it would well repny every farmer in 
the country to keep half a dozen harm 
less vermin destroying snakes oil every 
acre of his place. 


Although mast formers believe thin 


the common "chicken" snake haunts 
their outbuildings in order to feed on 
their youu«- iluclia and chi'-kens, the 
<nako does nothing of the kind, but It 
loc-s destroy jireat numbers of yount; 
tuiee and other pests. Man's dread nnd 
hatred of snakes, says Lr. Shufeldt. 
Hive been from the earliest time a mat 
'or of erroneous teaching. Harmless 
Hiakes are the easiest animals jn the 
world to tame, and it is high time that 
the false ideas about them should be 
corrected. 


More than that, it should be taught 


that, like birds, they are among the best 
friends that the farmer has. if we de- 
stroy them we pave the way for the 
destruction of our forests, our staple 
farm products and a {food deal elsi- 
that now and always has beeu protect- 
ed by snakes and birds.

But the fight was not over 
The "braves'1 only cantered out of 
range. There they were joined by oth- 
ers.

Am- deM'atlou from his calcula- 
tions in the uniformity of space into 
which the molten metal was to be 
poured would ruin the bell. The com- 
bination of metals was easier, though 
if his calculations were not correct the 
result would be unfortunate.

most dangerous part of the work was 
the running off of the metal from the 
crucible into the mold. 


By the time Caspar Ulrich came to
